Plot, Dies 


Drug Manufacturer, Intended 
Victim In “Greed Slaying,” 
Was To Give Business Away 


LOS ANGELES, (lP—John L. Peter- 
son, 41, hired a man to murder his 
“best friend,” Floyd C. Withrow, 51, 
to gain control of Withrow’s prosper- 
ous drug-manufacturing business. The 
plot failed and Peterson committed 
suicide after confessing. Today With- 
row climaxed the case by announcing 
he had intended giving Peterson the 
business as a Christmas present. 

Peterson’s widow, Beatrice, and 
Wtihrow’s wife, Ada, are sisters. For 
18 years the families have been close 
friends. They came here from Grand 
Rapids, Mich., together and took houses 
just across the street from each other. 
Withrow gave Peterson a job as sales- 
man in the drug concern. The two 
families were at dinner together at 


Withrow’s home Saturday night when '

DROWNED SUNDAY 


Sacramentan Was Frequent 
Placerville Visitor; Active 
In Twenty-Thirty Club 


Placerville friends of Kenneth Ken- 
nerly were shocked Monday morning 
to learn of his death by drowning at 
Sacramento on Sunday, as reported by 
a Sacramento paper. 

Kennerly had been a frequent vis- 
| itor in Placerville and attended meet- 
| ings of the Placerville 20-30 Club more 
or less regularly, since his business 
brought him to Placerville on Wed- 
nesdays. 


The report of his drowning follows: 

His love of the Sacramento river led 
Kenneth Kennerley, 28, jewelry sales- 
man and son of Harold F. Kennerley, 
2927 N street, accountant for the Na- 
tomas Land company, to his death in 
its swirling flood waters early yester- 
day. 

The tragedy occurred at the landing 
barge of the Superior Boat Livery, op- 
posite Front and I streets, on the Yolo 
county side of the river. As Kennerley 
attempted to step from the barge to a 
‘pleasure cruiser tied alongside, he slip- 
, ped on the wet rail and fell overboard.

JANUARY 3RD 


Time to renew automobile registra- 
tion and place bright new 1938 li- 
cense plates on one’s car is close at 
hand for California motorists. 

Monday, January 3, will open the 
annual renewal period. It will close at 
midnight, February 4. 

Payment of two different fees pro- 
vided by state law will be required. 
One is the regular registration fee of 
$3 for private passenger automobile: 
The other is the vehicle license fee at 
the rate of $1.75 per $100 of valuation, 
| which replaces the former personal 
, property tax on motor vehicles. 


| Car owners who fail to apply before 
‘expiration of the period will face pen- 
alties imposed by law upon delinquent 
applicants. ‘These penalties are a 
doubled registration fee and a 50 per 
cent increase in the amount of the li- 
cense fee based on valuation. 


| Postcard notices of the total fees due 

will be mailed to all car owners by 
| December 26, it has been announced.

Tahoe Resort Man Clings To 
Tree For 12 Hours As 
Row Boat Turns Turtle 


A report to a Sacramento paper 
from Gridley says: 

A rowing boat capsized at the flood- 
ed Tule Goose Country club, 15 miles 
west, today, sending Frank Globin,

He grabbed a tree, climbed it and 
clung there for 12 hours while Red 
Cross crews in seven boats attempted 
to rescue him. After he had despaired 
of being saved, Curley Green, superin- 
tendent of the Gridley cannery, tossed 
him a hfe saver at the end of a 200 
foot rope and dragged him to a rescue 
boat. 


Globin, Herman Grumple, San Fran- 
cisco liquor dealer; Jay Burns, San 
Francisco news man; Lawrence Tripp, 
Los Angeles attorney, and Mrs. Claude 
Moore, the caretakers, were at the club 
when the building became submerged. 
All are club members except Burns. 


Globin put Mrs. Moore into a row 


| boat and was attempting to boost her 


on top of the building when the boat 
overturned. 


Globin yelled and Burns dived from 
atop the club, swam 50 feet through 
the churning water to rescue Mrs. 
Moore. 

Swift currents made rescue of Globin 
almost impossible. 


His companions watched the near 
tragedy from the roof top and a near- 
by levee. The party arrived at Grid- 
ley at 10 p. m. 

While her husband’s life was at stake 
Mrs. Globin was in Hotel Senator at 
Sacramento, the guest of Jack Mat- 
hews, the manager, and his wife.

200-FOOT CHRISTMAS TREE 
TO BE ERECTED ON 


ISLAND AT BAY 


SAN FRANCISCO, (lP}—California’s 
world-famous forests of giant redwood 


| trees are being called upon to produce 


the largest Christmas tree this year the 


| world has ever seen. 


Tne tree is to ne erected on Treasure 
Island, the man-made island that has 
been built up in San Francisco bay as 
the site of the 1939 Golden Gate and 
International exposition. 

A committee has been designated to 
seek a tree that will measure not less 
than 200 feet in height and arrange 
for its transportation and erection on 
the island in time for the Yuletide 
festivities. 

The task will involve some compli- 
cated transportation and engineering 


| feats. 


In the first place it is necessary 


| that the tree be cut down and eased 


to the ground in such a way as not to

intricate system of wire cables will aid 
woddsmen in this part of the task. 


The tree will then be cut into two 
sections and loaded on special freight 
cars, also in a manner as not to de- 
stroy or damage the branches. 

Finally, upon arrival at San Fran- 
cisco, the two sectors will have to be 
lifted by giant cranes from the cars, 
and deposited with appropriate care 
on barges which will carry them across 
the bay to the island. 

Once re-erected on the island, elec- 
trical experts will arrange the decora- 
tions and lighting effects so that the 
tree can be seen by all incoming and 
outgoing steamers by the populations 
of the bay cities and by all autoists 
crossing the bay’s two bridges.
